An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 12 delete "or the like" in the sixth line. 
Claim 15 delete "preferably" in the fifth line. 

Both claims recitation deletions are intended to overcome any possible rejections 
under 35 USC 112 second paragraph since both may be construed to be a broad 
recitation followed by a narrower recitation. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention of adsorbent air dehumidification with microwave or magnetron heating with 
dehumidifying chambers with the feature of on a dry-air outflow side of each of said 
dehumidifying chambers, a three-way changeover or closing member, shutting off or 
opening up, in each case in opposition to one another, either a path for the dry-air 
discharge toward said drying chamber or a path for the regeneration-air feed or 
charging chamber, or one three-way changeover damper is not found in the prior art 
either singly or in combination. The closest prior art references are considered Inglis et 
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al. (US 4,805,317) which discloses microwave regeneration with adsorbent material but 
not independently claimed dehumidification chambers with a three-way changeover or 
closing member and Gray et al. (US 5,123,277) which discloses a moisture content 
sensor and switching between absorption and regeneration but not the independently 
claimed microwave or magnetron heating. There is no motivation or combination 
suggestion to obviate the claimed invention in light of the closest prior art references. 
Other prior art references cited in this action contain one or more claimed elements but 
not the necessary motivation or combination suggestion to obviate the claimed 
invention.
